The first charge laid against the

the warehouse of Revillon Freres. 
This part of the cas 
yesterday morniag, the prisoner being 
convicted of stealing the furs. The 
charge of house breaking was not 
proven. 

In the afternoon the other two 
charges came up —§ On the first of 
these, that of having burglar’s tools 
in his possession, with which to com- 
mit burglary, His Honor held that 
the evidence produced was insufficient 
to convict the prisoner. On the 
other charge of stealing about two 
hundred dollars worth of goods, His 
Honor Judge Scott held that only in 
the case'of three boxes of glass cut- 
ters, was the evidence produced suffi- 
ciently strong to warrant conviction. 

In response to the usual question 
of whether the prisoner had anything 
to say before sentence be passed upon 


him, Perry pleaded that he had, 


already been sufficiently punished. 

His Honor Judge Scett then sen 
tenced ‘the prisoner to three years in 
Manitoba penitentiary on the first 
charge and let him go on suspended 
sentence on the third charge. 

When the sentence was proneunced 
Perry broke down and cried like a 
shild.

HARVEST FESTIVAL 


In All Saints Church is 
an Unqualified Suc- 
cess. 


The recognition of the blessings 
vouchsafed to the country by Divine 
Providence is very generally ovidenced 
in Great Rritain by harvest festivals 
and it is pleasant to sce that thank- 
fulness for an abundant harvest takes 
the same form even in this far North- 
era part of the King’s dominions. 

The festival held last evening in 
All Saints church may” be ‘called an 
unqualified success, The congrega- 
tion was large and followed the service 
conducted by the Rector, Rev. H. A. 
Gray with an attention that beioken- 
ed interest in the purely devotional 
side. Thedifferent hymns were sung 
with great haertiness and that part cf 
the ordinary evening service that pre- 
ceded the culmination of the festival 
—Garrett’s Harvest Cantata — was 
joined in with reverence and devotion- 
al feeling. 

The Cantata in question is one of 
the best of its type and written ‘with 
a freedom and simplicity that brings. 
it well within the possibilities of 
church choirs, 

The dignified opening of a dozen 
bars for organ and orchestra led up to 
a recitative ‘And thou. shalt. observe 
the feast of weeks” which was sung by 
Mr. Feltness with appropriate freedom 
of phrasing and sonorous tone. This 
gentleman’s voice should be heard 
again. The succeeding chorus 
“Come let us keep the harvest feast’ 
was calculated to show the balance of 
the choir and was well and vigorously 
sung, “That which in the field. we'd 
sown”, @ semi-cherus for sopranos in- 
dicated an evenness and certainty of 
tone that reflected considerable credit 
not alpne on the ladies singing but 
on heir painstaking teacher Mr, 
Barford. After a well known hymn, 
followed one of the best numbers 
of the work “ No Saeritice of Blood 

We Offer Thee.” The balance and 
phrasing of the choir showed to great 
advautage. Mrs F, T. Fisheris the 
possessor of a clear, bright seprano 
voice and sang the recitative which 
follows this chorus with, that dignity 
that ie nesessary in this form of vocal 
effort, The next number, ‘“ With 
Faith, O Lord in Thee,” gave Mr.
